As 
long as the President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
remained in sight they were followed by 
the admiring glances of a little crowd 
that gladly braved the elements to take 
in the odd scene. 

President Roosevelt himself is an old 
hand at this sort of thing, as his neigh- 
bors about Sagamore Hill all can tell. 
They have seen him frequently, when 
the wind and rain have been at the high- 
est. pitch of fury, traversing the roads 
miles away from his Summer home, his 
raincoat buttoned up to the chin and 
his broad-brimmed slouch hat pressed 
down over his eves. They know that the 
President often has foregone his favorite 
exercise on horseback and taken a walk 
instead when he has thought the weather 
might give too much distress to hf8 saddle 
horse.

is the first of its kind. But she 
trudged along with her husband, bravely 
sharing the hardships of the long walk to 
Sagamore Hill. In the village they met a 
few pedestrians, who, with eyes opened 
wide in surprise, raised their hats and 
gazed after them.

Sevona Broke in Two—One Boatload 
May Be Lost.

ASHLAND, Wis., Sept. 3.—News of the 
wrecking of the steamer Sevona, near 
York Island, in Lake Supertor, Friday 
night, reached here to-day, when one of 
the Bteamer’s boats with eight passen- 
gers and three of the crew landed at 
Little Sand Bay. 

The survivors had struggled with the 
waves for more than twelve hours, and 
were in an almost exhausted condition. 
Another boat, with five persons aboard, 
has not been heard from, and: is believed 
to have foundered. 

Capt. E. 8. McDonald, two mates, and 
three members of. the crew remained upon 


steamer, and are being sought by a rescue 
party on 4 tug from Bayfield, Wis. There 
is slight chance of their being saved. 

The party that reached shore owes its 
safety to the pleading of several women 
passengers, who, when the crew, utterly 
discouraged by suffering, 
give up the struggle, urged the men to 
new efforts.

“Business has come to a ‘complete 
standstill in. consequence of the boycott 
movement, which principally affects the 
country roundabout Shanghai and all 
China south of Shanghai, particularly 
Canton and Swatow. The North of China 
seems to be but little concerned so far; 
in fact, the Viceroy of the Chihli Prov- 
ince is suppressing all agitation with a 
strong hand. | 

‘As it happens, demand in the north 
for American goods is extremely limited

HAMBURG SITUATION HOPEFUL 


Epidemic There Is Unlikely, Govern-. 
ment Physician Says—The Moltke’s 
Steerage List Left in Quarantine. 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—Dr. Nocht, harbor 
physician for the Government at Ham- 
peat in answer to inquiries as to cholera, 
telegraphed reassuringly. concerning the 
Situation there to-day. 

The opinion is expressed in’ Berlin that 
the United States seaboard has more to 
fear from emigrants shipping at Trieste 
than from German ports, as cholera is 
already in Austrian Poland. 

Dr. Nocht’s telegram follows: 

“The transshipment of Russian emi- 
grants having been suspended at Ham- 
burg, further cholera infection is improb- 
able. 

“The room companion of the first case 
has a light attack, but otherwise all the 
emigrants are healthy. 

“The emigrants due to sail last Thurs- 
day on the Moltke for New York were 
| landed, and since then have been under 
medical observation. All are healthy. The 
| drinking water and the sanitary arrange- 


| ments here are faultless, and consequent- 
ily an epidemic is unlikely. 

“Single instances naturally, in spite of

fic. I am convinced that all the means 
for opposing cholera are in use.

More Than 1,400 of Its 2,000 
Cases Discharged as Cured. 


SALT TO KILL MOSQUITOS 


Tons of It Dumped Into Gutters Where 
They Breed—Atlanta Refuses to 
Order a Quarantine. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 3.--The yellow | 


fever report to 6 o'clock to-night is as 
follows: New cases, 29; total to date, 
2,024; deaths, 83; total deaths to date, 287; 
cases under treatment, 305; cases dis- 
charged, 1,432. 


_For the first time in more than a month 


the number of new cases was in the 
twenties. With only 3 deaths, compared 
to 83 deaths on Sept. 31, 1878, it is felt 
that the fever is being wiped out. Among 
the new cases is that of Capt. B. F. Clay- 
ton, United States Army, the Quarter- 
master in charge of this department. City 
- Councilman E. T. Dunn is also on the 
list. 

The situation at Patterson, where it was 
feared the ignorant Italians were prepar- 
‘ing trouble, has developed nothing new. 
“No overt act has been committed, and it 
is believed that danger is over. Father 
Widman, the Jesuit priest, went there 
to-day and met the citizens and a number 
of leading Italians, and proposed to make 
@ personal canvass of the town to talk 
to every Italian and convince him of the 
good intentions of the health authorities. 

To-day nearly all of the city carts were 
used in the work of salting the gutters. 
It has been found that since the mosqui- 
tos have been deprived of their favorite 
breeding places the stagnant gutters on 
cross streets are filled with wiggletails. 
Salt is being used to kill them. More than 

a thousand tons of salt has been used. 

A report from Leeville shows that there 
have .been 312 cases there so far and 29 
deaths, with 145 cases under treatment. 


PENSACOLA, Fia., Sept. 3.—Two new 
cases of yellow fever were discovered 
to-day, the patients being a Miss Brent, 
a sister of George Brent, who was 
stricken Friday, and the other John 
Humphreys. Both are in the original 
area of infection, and so far no new sub- 
foci have been discovered. A cordon has 
been thrown around the entire city by 
State Health Officer Porter in order to 
protect other towns in the State.

H. Haynes, commanding the Arkansas 
militia, which is furnishing the guards to 
enforce the State quarantine, was in- 
formed to-day of a case of yellow fever at 
Maysville, Indian Territory, and immedi- 
ately gave orders to the guard to tighten 
the quarantine. 

Mississippi, Louisiana, and Florida have 
been declared infected territory by the 
State Board of Health.

FROM BED TO STREET 


Woman Hurt by Fall at Early 
Morning West Side Fire. 


PAINTERS’ SCAFFOLD -A HELP 


| Some of the Men Tenants of Burned- 
Out Apartment House Slide 
Down the Ropes. 


A painters’ scaffold left- swinging 
against the front of the apartment house 
at 310 West 118th Street was the means 
of escape for many of the tenants when 
fire started in the building early yester- 
day morning. One woman was injured in 
making a jump to safety. 


Policeman Edward Grace was passing | === 


the house at about 4 A. M. when he no- 
ticed flames in the front hallway under 
the stairs. He tried to getup to warn 
the fifteen families asleep in the house, 
but the fire had gained such headway 
that the stairway was cut off. With a 
cry of warning he rushed from the place, 
ran to Eighth Avenue, and turned in an 
alarm, 

When he returned to the place he found 
the tenants swarming to the fire escapes. 
Those in the rear of the house had no 
trouble, for the escapes Jed to No. 108, 
next door, and they got out through ihat 
house. In front the fire escapes were 
crowded with excited men, women, and 
children, many only scantily clad. They 
were in greut danger when Policemen Ma- 
honey and Walsh of the police patrol 
wagon, stabled but a few doors away, ar- 
rived with a long ladder and began the | 
work of rescue. So excited were those 
escaping that they forgot to lower the 
iron ladder of the fire escape to the 
street. Bome of the men with more pres- 
ence of mind climbed out: on the scaf- 
fold, swinging at the first floor, and slid 
to the ground by the scaffold ropes. 

In the meantime the firemen arrived, 
and as the flames had spread to the up- 
per floors of the building a second alarm 
was turned in, and this was followed by | 
a third soon after. Then came the re-| 
serves under Capt. Thompson of the West 
125th Street Police Station. They con- 
tinued. the work of getting the tenants 
out. 

In the midst of. the excitement Miss 
Emma Warner, twenty-eight years old, 
who is described as a store detective, was 
injured. The young woman lived on the 
fourth floor of the building with her sis- 
ter. She was one of the last to reach the 
fire escape. The flames were then to 
be seen from the street working their 
way to the front of the house, and dan- 
gerously near the woman on the fire es- 
cape. In her eagerness to get down Miss 
Warner either jumped. or fell from the 
escape. A crowd was in the street as she 
shot down. At the first floor she landed 
squarely upon the scaffold, and this broke 
her fall. It also broke the scaffold. The 
woman fell to the ground and was badly 
bruised, She was taken to the J. Hood 
Wright Memorial Hospital. 

The fire badly damaged the interior of |! 
the building before it was put out. The | 
loss is put by the police at $10,000.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Last Week’s Reaction in Stocks 
Was General and Severe. 


The Bond Market but Little Affected— 
Enormous Volumes of Transac- 
tions In the Japanese Issues. 


The reaction in the stock market last 
week was extensive, particularly in 
the shares that were the leaders in the 
recent upward movement. The loss in 
Reading at one time exceeded 7 points, 
while in Union Pacific, Amalgamated 
Copper, American Smelters, and St. 
Paul the declines were almost equally 
severe. The slight recovery which oc- 
curred in Saturday’s dealings reduced 
the losses to some extent, so that Read- 
ing’s net decline for the week was 5% 
per cent., Union Pacific’s 54%, Amalga- 
mated Copper’s 4%, and American 
Smelters’ 6 per cent. Of the 124 stocks 

, that were changed as much as 1 per 
cent. on the week’s dealings, losses 
Were registered by 107, embracing 
practically all the active issues. Union 
Pacific, Erie, and United States Steel 
superseded Reading in point of activity, 
but the letter was still heavily dealt in, 
if on a reduced scale. The transactions 
in the twelve issues most largely trad- 
ed in aggregated 3,723,066 shares, out 
of a total of 5,153,870, showing that 
the business of the week was rather 
poorly distributed. 

The bond market was but little dis- 
turbed by the week's developments, 
and except in a few of the purely spec- 
ulative issues the changes were merely 
nominal, only twenty-four issues 
changing as much as 1 per cent., 
of these sixteen advanced. Activity 
elsewhere was overshadowed by the 
dealings in the Japanese bonds, which 
Were enormous in the aggregate, ex- 
ceeding for the week the total of all 
the other issues added together. They 
enjoyed a sharp advance, following the 
peace agreement, much of which was 
retained up to the week's end.

This includes 8,741 who aban- 
doned their unions in this city alone.

Specifically it com- 
plains of the indignities suffered by 
Chinese of the excepted classes, espe- 
cially the stripping them of clothing for 
the purpose of physical examination, 
the delay in the examination, the 
wretched shélter afforded them, the 
refusal to allow them to have the aid 
of friends or counsel; and it asks that 
these abuses be abolished, that the 
range of exceptions from exclusion be 
extended to include clerks, cooks, 
miners, laundrymen, and skilled me- 
|chanics; that merchants with $1,000 
|capital be allowed to come and go 
freely, and that registered Chinese shall 
| be secured in all their rights as legal 
residents. Most of the specific propo- 
sitions of this document are reasonable 
|enough, but the demand for an exten- 
sion of favored classes as well as the 
| general demand for treatment of all 
Chinese immigrants on the same terms 
as those of other nations cannot pos- 
sibly be obtained from Congress. 

It is interesting to observe that here 
is evidence of a real patriotism in the 
Occidental sense, a pride of country 
and of race, a desire and a demand for 
equality of treatment. True, these stu- 
dents are under the instruction and in- 
fluence, as we understand, of British 
missionaries, but it is noteworthy that 
this fact has stimulated and has not re- 
pressed their national sentiment. And 
this sentiment is evidently shared by 
the numerous supporters of the boycott.

THE CHINESE STUDENTS’ VIEW. 


If the lmperial Government in China 
can stop the boycott of American 
goods, as it has undertaken provision- 
ally to do, it will prove one of two 
things—either that it has more control 
over its subjects than it has generally 
been supposed to have, or that the anti- 
American sentiment among the Chinese 
is not so bitter or so stubborn as ob- 
servers on the ground have reported it. 

We have said that the suppression of 
the boycott \has been undertaken by the 
Imperial Government provisionally. 
That is what the dispatch of our Min- 
ister practically announces. “ The 
United States Government,” says the 
decree, “‘has promised to revise the 
treaty, and people should peacefully 
await action of both Gdvernments.” 
This clearly leaves the Chinese Govern- 
ment a free hand if our own does not 
revise the treaty in the sense demanded 
by the agitators of the boycott. It also 
implies that if the United States fail 
in this the Chinese Government will 
act in some manner to satisfy the sen- 
timent which it now requires to be 
silenced for the time being. If the 
Chinese Government can carry out the 
terms~of the decree there will be at the 
best only a truce until Congress shall 
have met, until a new treaty shall have 
been submitted to the Senate and ac- 
tion thereon taken. Nor must it be for- 
gotten that the most offensive features 
of the treatment of Chinese of the ex- 
cepted and admissible class are not 
matters of treaty at all, but of legisla- 
tion and of Executive practice.

watched in vain for the mention of two sirhple 
remedies, either of which will prove effective 
if persistently used. 

About ten years ago I was badly poisoned on 
both hands, and nearly every season when 
the sap began to run the backs of my hands 
would look like nutmeg graters, and have all 
the accompanying, distressing effects of this 
poison, 

An application of ‘' forge water '’ (obtainable 
from any blacksmith’'s shop on application) 
either by means of a piece of linen, soaked 
and laid on, renewing whenever dry, 


dipping the afflicted part in the water, and 


ually cure, I am hardly affected by the poison 
remedy. 

The other simple remedy which I have never 
had occasion to try, but which has been ef- 
fectually used by a friend who got the poison 
on his wrists, is ‘‘ ground sorrell.’’ This is 
a small weed, growing about six inches high, 
with a leaf similar to an oxalis, of a light 
green color, and generally found in the same 
locality with the poison ivy. Gather this, 
crush it, and apply the juice. yr. F.
